Bolles, Blair. Tyrant from Illinois; Uncle 
Joe Cannon’s experiment with personal 
power. Norton, $4.50. February. 


This solid political biography of the man who 
for many years exercised despotic power as 
Speaker of the House, is a chapter in the 
history of government in the U.S. It centers 
on the first decade of the century, the era of 
muckraking and reform movements, when a 
new concept of government as the defender 
of the people against private interests was 
being initiated by men like Theodore Roose- 
velt and LaFollette, and fought by conserva- 
tives like Cannon. 


Taylor, Rosemary (Drachman). Harem 
scare’m. Crowell, $3. February 26. 


The author writes gaily of her experiences as 
a war correspondent for the Tucson, Arizona 
Citizen, covering the Riff War in Morocco. Her 
naivete is only matched by her knack for 
becoming involved in ludicrous situations— 
interviewing a harem and a French Foreign 
Legionnaire, helping a Glasgow Symphony 
violinist give a benefit concert for an Arab 
acrobat and joining Floyd Gibbons in search 
for fascinating news stories. 


FICTION 


Sherman, Richard. A kindred spirit. Lit- 
tle, $2.50. February 5. 


A short story of a woman’s loneliness, slight 
and not too plausible, but not banal. Concen- 
trating on writing, as a compensation for her 
personal unattractiveness, and concealing her 
identity under a pseudonym, Naomi became 
a successful and prosperous author. For many 
years, she traveled about the world, each trip 
providing the locale for a novel; then, at 45, 
she settled in New York to work in her own 
beautiful apartment. Loneliness, hitherto un- 


known, assailed her and in an unknown 
reader who shared her tastes in rental library 
books, she imagined an ideal companion, but 
her hesitant efforts at identifying him were 
too long delayed, and tragedy makes a sur- 
prise ending.

A subtle, mosaic-like study of a group of 
Peiping citizens during the Japanese invasion. 
Among the myriad individuals in the Little 
Sheep Fold section of the city, every type of 
Chinese is represented, yet each emerges as 
a distinctive person: in the Chi family are 
collaborationists and underground workers, 
the ineffectual and the patriotic; the Kungs 
are collaborators, except for a daughter and 
a “second wife”; Old man Chien, poet and 
recluse, unexpectedly leads the Peiping un- 
derground; Sergeant Pai had his duty as a 
policeman, yet shielded his countrymen when- 
ever possible; the Wens, opera singers in- 
terested only in their art, were martyrs of 
a minor revolt.

At the outset, this novel of Haiti seems only 
an airy tale of amoral people, but as the plot 
develops there is an increasing awareness of 
impending tragedy, with superstition and 
prejudice acting as the agents of retribution. 
Diogéne Cyprien, who goes about seducing on 
a wholesale scale, thinks his conquest of the 
girl Lourdes is just another amusing incident, 
but it proves to be the means of his destruc- 
tion. Rumors started by a rival and aug- 
mented by gossip pursue an intricate but per- 
fectly credible course until they convict Dio- 
géne, in local opinion, of having made a pact 
with the devil, and mass hysteria mounts 
among these credulous people until only Dio- 
gene’s death can relieve it.
